The Advices we have hither- 
to receiv’d from Vienna, have given only a general 
Account of the Terms of Accomodation offer’d on 
the Part of his Imperial Majefty to the Malecontents 
of Hungary ; but if the: Letters that came by the 
fait Poft from Paris'fay true, thofe Terms are, I. That 
all. the Ecclefiafticks of whatever Order, fhall be 
oblig’d to reftore all the Eftates belonging to Pro- 
teftants, of which they are poffefs’d in Hungary ; 
and thall alfo be fore’d to quitall the Houfesthey have 
cten into their Hands in that Kingdom, fince the 
Year 1655, when the deceas’d, Emperor was declar’d 
King of Hungary. IL That all Hungarians who 
were turn’d out of ‘their Employments during the 
laft Reign, thall be reftor'd to them.. IH. That a 
fall ‘be call’d, in which all private Per- 
ons fhall be allow’d to “give in their Grievances in 
writing ; and ‘that {aid Dierfhall fir, rill all the 
reafonable Satisfaction the Nation can require be 
given them. IV. That the Nation thall’be reinftated 
in all theic ancient Privileges. V. That every 3d 
Year, the Eftates of the Kingdom fhall meet, to 
treat of the publick Affairs. .

From tie Camp of the Impevialifts near Lauterbourg. 
June 12. Prince Lewis of Baden arriv’d Pott Ycfter- 
day at Mentz, and thence continued his Journey to 
the Mofelle. All is quiet heréabours, buc we hear 
the Enemy frequently make Incurfions into the 
black Forreft and levy Contributions there ; where- 
upon the roth Inftant our Generals détach’d a Batral- 
lion of the Troops of the Circle of Swabia, and the 
Regiment of E zbach, to poffefs themfelves of thar 
fide of the Country and cover it. 

*Tis advis'd from Munich, that the Privy-Council, 
the Chamber of the Treafury, the Magiftrates and 
Burghers have taken an Oath of Fidelity to the Em- 
peror. The Regiment of Ofuabruck, which is in 
Munich, has Orders to March to the Rhine. The 
18th of June 2300 Men of the Forces of the Circle 
of Bavaria, are to march to Fribourg, to relieve that 
Gassifon, which is to be employ’d in the Field, 

Letters of the 14th of June from the upper Rhine, 
fay, the Town of Frankfort bas made a Prefent of 
yooooo Florins to the Emperor. There are fome 
Pru:fian Troops in the Neighbourhood of Frankfort, 
as alfo 1 Regiment of Luxenburghers, and 3 of 
Wurftburg, which are to March to the Mofelle. A 
Battalion of Heffe is to take rhe fame Route, as are 
alfo the Troops of Munfter, which are arriv’din the 
Country of Heffe. Some Imperial Troops have ta- 
ken Poft, and are intrenching themfelves in the Ifland 
of Daxhuxde near Fort-Lewis, whereupon the Ene- 
may have fent acertain number of Men with 8 Pieces 
of Cannon, to intrench themfeives on the fame Ifland 
overagainft the Impcrialifts, being apprehenfive the 
Allies defign to lay a Bridge there, in order to at- 
tack them behind their Lines. 


_ From the Camp of the Imperialifts at Creurznach, 
June 11. We have lain encamp'd here 3 Days. Ye- 
fterday we were joyn’d by the Artillery, and hhall 
break up to Morrow, to proceed on our Marchto 
the Mofellce; we expect the Prince of Baden every 
moment. In cafe his Highnefs do not come hither 
before we March, a Detachment will be left, for a
